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REQUIREMENTS FOR USING THE ARRL OUTGOING QSL BUREAU 


This is another reminder, that affiliated clubs, of which CARC is, can 
pool their members outgoing DX QSL's, and send in at the rate of 31.00 
per pound or portion thereof. There are approximately 155 cards per lb. 
An individual, must pay 1.00 plus postage, and 155 cards aremore than 
most send, atone time. By pooling the cards, the club can save the in- 
dividual money, and reduce the cost, of sending QSL's. You must be an 
ARRL member, and a CARC member, to use the service. 


The procedure is as follows; (1) Presort your QSL's alphabetically Dx 
by call-sign, . (2) Enclose the address label, from the brown wrapper, 
(this has been changed to a clear wrapper) to show that you are a cur- 
rent ARRL member. Send, or give to our Secretary and he will take care 
of the mailing for you. 


Also, remember to keep a supply of "empty" envelopes, at the incoming 
QSL bureau, so you will receive those precious cards, in exchange. The. 
recommended size envelope, is the 5"X7)", with at least 20¢. postage.. 
If your incoming cards are heavy, put 37¢ postage on, to cover the add-. 

ed weight. Do respond promptly, to the bureau's request for envelopes, | 
and stamps. Do notify the bureau of any new call or address change. 
Send a supply of envelopes, with the new call and the old call on sep- 
arate envelopes. In the upper left hand corner, put ypur call letters. 
Do not send your outgoing cards to this bureau, send them. to your club 


Secretary. Send envelopes to the bureau for your call district, if you = 


move and keep your old call from another district. .
